T he boy was released, and a 
movem ent started to oppose tile law. 
Frank George, who employed the boy, 
discussed the m atter w ith a num ber of 
other merchants, aud the result was a 
fund for tile carrying of th e case ton 
higher court. 
Local business men 
express themselves In an earnest m an­ 
ner. 
They do not believe th at Wells­ 
ville can s h u t them out in this way, 
and propose to give the m atter a thor­ 
ough 
test. 
If 
the 
law 
holds, 
then they w ant tile Liverpool council 
to pass a similar ordinance, aa they 
say th a t Wellsville business men at 
times deluge this city with their ad 
verttsemente. 
If the ordinance la no 
good and will not hold. then they be­ 
lieve their victory Is well worth the 
price. 
A prom inent business man Is 
authority 
for the statem en t th a t 
enough money had already been col­ 
lected to make the appeal a certainty, 
and 
some m erchants have not vet 
been visited. 
T he minim um penalty for what the 
Wellsville council have made an of­ 
fense Is HO and the costs, while the 
bill poster la only expected to pay a 
license of #10 a year. 
Even Mayor 
Sinclair looks upon the penalty as be­ 
yond w hat t he offense demands, and 
thinks It should be cut down. 
In 
speaking of the ordinance to a N e w s 
R k v ik w reporter lie expressed the 
opinion th a t It is all right. 
Indigna­ 
tion among the merchants of tills < tty 
is plainly seen, and ttiev will tight the 
ordinance to the last. 
L a t e r—A t a late hour this after­ 
noon Mr. George, of Quay & Co., dis­ 
covered that an act of tile last legis­ 
lature perm itted the en actm en t of 
such a law. and there was nothing to 
do but pay the bill.

Miss Ada Lee, the young mission­ 
ary well known In this City, writes the 
the following to a friend here: 
A native bengali gentleman, with a 
face full of sunshine, greeted me a 
few days ago, saying. "I hear you 
have come to work among my people, 
and I come to bid you welcome.” 
I 
asked how he became a Christian, and 
with tearful eyes and much feeling he 
told me the following: 
"I have had 
two great experiences in my life. 
I 
was a stu d en t in Doctor Duff s col­ 
lege, studying law. 
My father arid 
mother were strict Hindus, and very 
religious. 
I determined Dot to listen 
to the reading of the Bible In school 
and always closed my ears. 
One day 
there was a lively discussion between 
Hie students and professor, arid the 
students seemed to be winning on the 
side of Hinduism. 
I listened with 
great Interest. 
Tile professor made 
the assertion th a t our gods were sin­ 
ful and our sacred books a record of 
their vile deeds. 
And being sinful 
themselves could not save us from our 
sins. 
This one thing took hold upon 
me and undermined my faith in H in­ 
duism. 
T he more I tho ug ht of it 
the more wretched I became, for J 
felt th a t I was a sinner and needed 
salvation. 
One day a friend loaned 
me a tract, which was the Beatitude. 
I read It again and again, and In read­ 
ing It my heart was comforted. 
I 
asked my friend where I could get a 
copy of the tract. 
He told me It was 
all in the Bible. I a t once bought the 
Bible and began to read day and 
night. 
And I m ust say th a t before I 
was enabled to understand th a t Jesus 
was God I was greatly helped. 
After 
a few m onths I knew Jesus as my 
Savior, and 
was 
wonderfully con­ 
verted. 
I was 20 years of age, but 
it took 
me two 
years 
to 
break 
all ties and come out and lie baptized. 
You do not know bow much it costs 
to leave all friends and give up all you 
have.

he never could do It Soon After I be­ 
came a lawyer and for several years In 
th at capacity did, as I thought, the 
best I could to live right. 
But there 
was much In niv life thai wa* wrong. 
It seemed such a little thing Just to 
sign your name, and thus I often 
sanctioned thing* which displeased 
i God and soon found he had turned his 
face away from me. 
I loved money 
more than I did God. 
T he Holy 
Spirit was true to me. and showed me 
the need of entire consecretloQ Of my­ 
self to God, and a conviction th at lie 
wished me to work for 
him took 
possession of me. 
While in this state 
I would spend hours rolling on the 
floor In agony of soul. 
But God never 
left me until I had given up law and 
every thing to him, willing to be used 
bv bim a* be saw best. 
T h en the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit came upon 
me, and tilled me 
I wish I could tell 
you what It w is like I then began to 
preach, and have now a large mission 
among my own town people with about 
30 workers lid ping me and God Is 
greatly blessing our work 
Glory to 
his name!’' 
This gentleman Is highly esteemed 
bv all who know him. and greatly be­ 
loved bv bis own people. I wish every 
one who has bellied us in our mission 
could know M. N 
Boss, they would

Ju d g e G resham accepted a n d 
a s s u m e d the duties of secretary of state 
on M arch 7, 1898. 
Secretary G resham found m uch to 
dissatisfy 
him w ith the state of our 
foreign relation* w hen 
he re*umed of­ 
fice th is la*t tim e, aud in his ch aracter­ 
istic fashion he net to w ork to shape 
these to m eet hi* ow n ideas w ithout de 
lay. 
OppiMMel to A n n f i l u | H awaii. 
He had decided view* upon the an 
nexation of H aw aii even liefore he cam e 
into the cabinet, and it wa* upon his 
recom m endation th a t President C leve­ 
land perform ed alm ost his first official 
action by w ithdraw ing from the senate, 
w here it wa* {(ending, the annexation 
treaty negotiated by S ecretary Foster 
Then Mr Blount wa* sent to th e island 
republic to m ake an original in v estig a­ 
tion, and upon his report the secretary 
m ade his now celebrated recom m enda­ 
tion th at the queen I** restored, inas­ 
m uch a* she had been deposed through 
th e action of th e officers of th e U nited 
States. 
W hen congress finally marie 
know n its views the secretary accepted 
them for his governm ent, b u t it cannot 
lie discovered from any subsequent u t­ 
terance of his th at he ever changed his 
view as originally announced to the 
justice of the action he had proposed 
W hile he wa* deep in th e H aw aiian 
negotiations, Berret ary G resham was 
obliged suddenly to give im m ediate a t­ 
tention to the subject of the B ering Boa 
seal fisheries. The arbitration arranged 
by his predecessor w as in full sw ing. 
H ere wa* another m atter w ith w hich he 
wa* not in harm ony. Ile did not believe 
th a t the arb itratio n would lie successful 
in the object aim ed at by tho U nited 
HU tee. nam ely—th e protection of seal*, 
b u t regardless of the outcom e, he wa* 
fin cod to bring the B ritish governm ent 
to a renew al of the m odus vivendi or 
quick action to carry out th e aw ard 
w hen it wa* announced, in order to 
guard against the annihilation of the 
seals. 
By a clause in th e W ilson tariff act. 
congress had sw ept in a line all of the 
carefully constructed reciprocity treaties 
negotiated by the preceding udm inistra 
tion. 
T his caused great anger am ong 
the nations w ith w hich th e U nited 
Blate* had such treaties, and the storm 
fell upon Secretary G resham s head. 
E veryw here there w as talk of retalia ­ 
tion and tariff w ars, and in some cases 
this wa* realized to a certain extent. 
It w as Mr. G resham '* task to placate 
the European pow ers and how skillfully 
he did so the printed correspondence 
tells. 
He w anted to repudiate the w hole a r­ 
ran g em en t by w hich the U nited States 
assum ed a part of the trip artite protec 
torate over Sam oa and he w orked hard 
to th is end, and finally succeeded in in­ 
ducing P resident Cleveland to recom ­ 
m end to congress th at the the U nited 
S tates w ithdraw from all fu rth er p a r­ 
ticipation in Sam oan affair* 
ll*l|i*il Nettle th e o r ie n ta l W a r . 
T hen on the constructive side o f di 
plom acy Mr. G resham had m uch to his 
credit. 
H e did all th at a foreign officer 
could do properly to prevent th e late 
( 'hiiiese-Japanese w ar; lost no oppor­ 
tu n ity at any stage to bring it to an end, 
and ultim ately, 
w heu peace wa* re ­ 
stored, it w as through the good offices 
of the A m erican m in i-ters in Q iiu a a n d 
Ja p a n ,acting under Secretary G resham ’s 
instructions, th at the peace negotiations 
w ere initiated. 
A ud w hile he w as do­ 
ing th is Secretary I iresliam wa-* h1m> 
using hi* good offices to prevent a w ar 
betw een Mexico and G u a tem ala . 
A t San Domingo the F rench w arships 
w hich had come there to enforce the col­ 
lection of a private claim w ere w ith ­ 
draw n at a very stro n g h in t from Sec­ 
retary G resham conveyed through A m ­ 
bassador Eustis, th a t the U nited Status 
w ould not regard such a course as a 
friendly m anifestation. 
A gain in Bluefield*, w hen th e B rit­ 
ish m arines occupied the bluffs, they 
w ere prom ptly w ithdraw n w heu S ecre­ 
tary G resham called upon G reat B rit 
ain for aa explanation of th eir landing 
aud securing a disclaim er of an y w rong 
purpose. 
And again w hen the Spanish 
governm ent undertook to stop an A m er­ 
ican steam er by a cannon shot, M r 
G resham called for and secured a very 
prom pt fapology. 
Alm ost his last offi­ 
cial action before he fell m ortally ill, 
wa* to in itiate tile correspondence w ith 
F rance intended to secure justice for 
ex U nited States Consul W aller, whom 
he believed to have been ill-treated by 
the sum m ary French courtm artial in 
M adagascar, aud in whose interest he 
notified A m bassador E ustis to in te r­ 
fere.

(JU July 14, 1847. President Young 
and hi* fellow pioneers passed through 
the picturesque outlet of Emigration 
canyon into the valley of the Great Halt 
lake. Utah wan then Mexicailfttoil* aud 
the leader believed heeould found what 
ever character of institution should suit 
him and his people. 
In the bitter onti- 
McnuoU crusades of the past it has bee® 
alleged that “ Brigham Young had chains 
on men’s souls. ” There is no doubt that 
religious superstition, rendered effective 
by the marvelous machinery of the 
church, was partly the source of the 
leader’s irresistible power with his own 
people, but back of the religious sujst 
stition and the church organization 
stolid the brain of a great and masterful 
mail. 
He knew that his power, to tie 
enduring, must rest upon something 
material aud tangilile, and this some­ 
thing he discerned to lie the prosperity 
of the people themselves. 
Brigham Young was an organizer of 
prosperity. This was the real source of 
ids strength 
He did nut aim at mere 
temporary prosperity. On the contrary, 
he fought everything that tended to that 
end, going to the length of actually for 
bidding the opening of the rich mini s in 
the mountains near at hand, because Ii** 
abhorred the spirit of speculation. 
He 
choso for the cornerstone of his state the 
principle of industrialism, and that prin­ 
ciple lies there yet, at the base of a no­ 
ble edifice of economic fact, reared by 
human toil and held firmly in place by 
the average proeperity of all who had 
part in its building. 
If the great archi­ 
tect and tim superintendents and fore 
man who surrounded him enjoyed a 
larger share of the profits than the Work­ 
man, it is also true that the humblest 
hewer of st*me and carrier of mortar was 
paid in proportion to the importance of 
his labors. Ami what fair mind can ob­ 
ject to an industrial system that yields 
these results? 
Ho far as can be learned. Brigham 
Young had no previous knowledge of ir­ 
rigation when he entered Salt Lake val­ 
ley 
He quickly realized that he had 
come to an arid country, which would 
be hopeless for agriculture unless arti­ 
ficially watered. With marvelous percep­ 
tion. he saw that irrigation was not a 
drawback, but an advantage of the most 
important sort. 
He realized that it 
meant freedom alike from the dangers of 
the drought and of the flood. He diacov- 
ered that, having a rich soil and ample 
sunshine, and adding moisi re by the 
construction of ditches, it was actually 
an improvement upon nature to be able 
to turn the "rain ” either on or off with 
equal facility. And therefore he rightly 
concluded that he bad found iii these 
condition.* the basis of the most certain 
worldly prosperity and tho most scien­ 
tific agriculture. 
It remained for a later genius to re­ 
mark : "Irrigation is not a substitute for 
rain. Rain is a substitute for irrigation. 
and a mighty poor one.’’ But if the 
Mormon leader did not say so he evi­ 
dently felt it. 
He perceived, further­ 
more, that irrigation was much more 
than an insurance policy upon the crops. 
It brought all the processes of agiicul- 
ture within the realm of known facts, 
and that is science. 
It even rendered possible the control 
of the size of vegetables, and this Is* 
came important many years afterward, 
when the Mormon people added a great 
sugar factory to their industrial system, 
for it is important to grow sugar beets 
of about a standard size to get the best 
results. Moisture is required to give the 
beet a vigorous grow th at the beginning 
but when it is well started weeks of un 
interrupted sunshine are desirable in 
order to develop the saccharine qualities 
Much sunshine at the wrong time dries 
up the crop, while much moisture at the 
wrong time produces a lieet pleasing to 
look uim)d, but unprofitable at the fac­ 
tory. 
Brigham Young also realized, almost 
at the first, that the necessity of careful 
irrigation largely increased the la!sir 
upon an acre of land, but he found that 
this labor was generously rewarded by 
the increased yield both in quantity aud 
quality. 
And from this fact he drew 
the most important principle of his 
commonwealth, which was the division 
of laud into small holdings. Closely re­ 
lated to this is the other twin factor iii 
Mormon prosperity—the diversification 
of farm products to the last degree. 
Natural conditions, even where there 
is tile most abundant and well distribut­ 
ed rainfall, are often favorable to the 
production of only a few crops. But the 
Mormons realized that the skillful ap 
plication of water just where and when 
needed, and in just tho right quantity, 
and by the very Yiest method, rendered 
possible the widest variety of fruits, 
vegetables and cereals suited to the tem­ 
perate zone. 
Thus Brigham Young 
taught the people that no man should 
own more land than he eould cultivate 
to its highest point by his own aud his 
family's labor, and that no man should 
go to a stort> for any article of food or 
clothing that could be profitably pro­ 
duced on his own small farm.—"The 
Conquest of Arid America," by William 
E. Smythe, in Century.
